“I think no one will deny.” said 
one broker, “that despite obvious 
difficulties here we have made re- 
markable progress, due almost en- 
tirely to the leadership of one man 
—our president. He has given us 
the foundation for becoming an 
investment market. He has al- 


Los Angeles and uncovers some in- 


tions to Los Angeles brokers and 
their answers follow in part: 

What, you ask, are the banks 
doing with their money? 

Well, goes the reply, they are 
oacking real estate speculation, for 
one thing. Some'sody has to hold 
the bag while the money is being 
made and shoveled into it. The 
banks are willing holders, since 
they can't help but make money in 
a live real estate market. Again, 
the banks are nothing loath when 
it comes to making capital loans 
éo industries. This again is 

mbie that wouldn't be tolerated 
,by some of the eastern financial 
inetitutions—but here, too, you 
have a live market and the specu- 
lation is more than likely to be 
successful. 

“Bome day, however,” sald an- 
other broker, “the banks here are 
going to awaken to a change of 
policy. The olféer-an industrial 
center becomes, the more risky, 
does wholesale speculation  be- 
come, mérely because the ratio of 
opportunity is cut down. When 
that time arrives the bank must 
guard its resourcés far more care- 
fully. Similarly, the banks will 
eventually come te understand 
why it is to their sd@vantage to 
encourage the broker's b 
‘rather than compete against it. In’ 
my own institution I have sought 
[to get the accounts of many com- 
peting brokers. ‘Lord,’ 1 tell my 
directors, ‘that’s the very sort of 
business we want. It's the safest 
and most profitable tn the world!’ 

“And I go on to explain to them 
thet bank’s loan to a broker, se-| 
cured by stocks and bonds as a 
collateral, is the most liquid loan 
in the world. The broker can 
liquidate at any moment-—repay 
at any day. The same loan made 
to a department store, or a farm- 
er, can’t compare in lquidity. I 
know a broker, for instance, who 
disagreed with the president of 
his bank, and the president very 
properly called in the man's line 
of tt. There was hardly a 
day's delay: the broker did not) 
even have to bother about open- 
ing a line with another benk. He 
merely marketed some of his hold.) 
ings. and repaid $80,000 without 
diinking an eyelash. 

“No other merchant, dealing 
either in merchandise or service, 
or both, could do tt. That's why 
the banke are coing to help the 
brokers—eventually. 


CO-OPERATION NEEDED 


So much for the banks. Ie seems 
agreed in Los Angeles that the 
banks there have so far failed 
to give most of the local brok- 
ers the co-operation they have ex-| 
tended in almost every other phase.
